federal relief are reported-to exist in Chicago and Cook county, 111., with 
thousands of persons being on relief rolls who are not entitled to have 
their names there. 
Similar reports come from other sections o£ the 


country.

Federal Relief Administrator Hopkins recently asserted that con- 


ditions such as indicated in Kentucky and Chicago prevailed to a large 
extent in relief work as now being carried_pn in many sections. 


The matter is one that should call for prompt action by the proper 


authorities 
If the Kentucky indictments mean that a general cleanup 


has be£n begun, they are of far more than local importance. 
Millions 


of dollars of taxpayers' money is going ostensibly into relief work. How 
much of this is finding its way into dishonest pockets is a question of 
vital interest >:o the public, which foots the relief bills.

But no leniency should be shown in any csfee 
where relief funds have been improperly used.

Widespread Irregularities in connection with the administration of 


federal relief are reported.to exist in Chicago and Cook county, 111., with 
thousands of persons being on relief rolls who are not entitled to have 
their names there. Similar reports come from other sections of the 
country.

Federal Relief Administrator Hopkins recently asserted that con- 


ditions such as Indicated in Kentucky and Chicago prevailed to a large 
extent in relief work as now being carried^on in many sections. 


The matter is one that should call for prompt action by the proper 


authorities. If the Kentucky indictments mean that a general cleanup 
has been begun, they are of far more than local Importance. 
Millions 


of dollars of taxpayers' money is going ostensibly into relief work. How 
much of this is finding its way into dishonest pockets is a question of 
vital interest to the public, which foots the relief bills. 


The guilt or innocence of those indicted in Kentucky is a quas- 


tion for a Jury to decide. But no leniency should be shown in any case 
•where relief funds have been improperly used.

Oct. 4, 1914—A day set aside by 
proclamation of President Wilson 
tor national prayer by all faiths for 
peace in Europe. Throughout the 
world similar days of prayer were 
being appointed for Roman Catho- 
lics by the new pope, Giacomo della 
Chiesa, Benedict XV. 


Pope Pius had murmured in one 


of his last moments of consciousness 
a few weeks before, "Now I begin to 
think that the Almighty in His in- 
exhaustible goodness wishes to spare 
me the horrors Europe is undergo- 
ing."While devout Americans were im- 
ploring divine intercession, the 400- 
foot tower of Antwerp's 14th cen- 
tury Cathedral, for which Rubens 
painted three of his greatest mas- 
terpieces—Descent from the Cross, 
Elevation of the Cross, Assumption 
—was shaking from the blows of 
German and Austrian seige guns. 
Rubens' burial place, the church of 
St. James, was itself in the line of 
fire. 


More than half dozen of the im- 


portant forts in the defenses ring- 
ing Antwerp already had fallen Into 
German hands, The events of the 
first week of the bombardment had 
left no illusions as to the face of the 
greatest city In Belgium. The sup- 
er-heavy howitzers of the invaders 
had both demolishing and ranging 
power. They could be installed in 
perfect safety beyond the extreme 
range of the Belgian guns, and reg- 
ulate their fire as if in target prac- 
tice.

any serious am ount of disarm am ent 
“Therefore the governm ent has 
decided it would 
be incompatible 
with its duty to B ritain to leave our 
defenses in the condition they are 
in today. 
“The government, fully alive to 
the dangers of the situation, has al­ 
ready m ade a prelim inary investiga­ 
tion of the state of the defenses of 
the whole empire and spent m any 
m onths in examining the whole sit­ 
uation and form ulating adequate 
plans.”

Threat From Alleged Com- 


munists To Storm A. F. 


Of L. Convention

: SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—Or- 
ganized labor, rejoicing and jubi- 


. lant. today announced the "first 
• major victory" in its fight for a 30- 
' hour -week and a 100 per cent closed 
shop. 


The announcement which cheered 


the labor chiefs and delegates at- 
tending the annual convention of 
the American Federation of Labor 
cams from Frank Feeney, Philadel- 
phia, 
international 
president of 


the elevator constructors' union. 


He said that his organization, 
representing 19,000 employes in the 
United States and Canada, had ne- 
gotiated a five-year agreement -with 
employers whereby a six-hour day 
and a five-day week were made ef- 
fective, with closed shop conditions 
prevailing completely. 


Also, he said, his union is pledged 


to strike in support of any five 
building trades crafts in the United 
States or Canada who go out lor a 
30-hour week. 


Some Apprehension 


As the 1,000 A..F. of L. delegates 


and friends gathered in the civic 
auditorium for their fourth session 
their satisfaction at Feeney's "vic- 
tory" was tinged with apprehension 
over n threat from alleged com- 
munistic elements, both within and 
without the federation, to "storm" 
the convention in retaliation for the 
arrest of three men yesterday. 


Two of the prisoners were taken 


into custody when a group, spread- 
Ing communistic theories, came in 


conflict with the delegates at the 
entrance to the auditorium—a con- 
flict which resulted in a hurry call 
for police reserves, who put the rad- 
icals to flight after collaring a pair 
of them. The third man was ar- 
rested when another group was 
c a u g h t distributing communistic 
literature. 


Among the new resolutions before 


the A. F. of L. are several which 
William Green, A. F. of L. presi- 
dent, labeled as "communistic" and 
which he said "will be cared for in 
short order, or the delegates know 
what to do with them. 


He indicated that the demands 


would be voted down on the con- 
vention floor without consideration. 
Among these resolutions is one de- 
manding recognition of the "rights" 
of communists to 
affiliate with 


"any party They desire"; another 
for the general strike in labor dis- 
putes, and a third one advocating 
widespread sympathy strikes.

fied by handwriting experts as hav- 
ing been written by Edwards. They 
covered tliree months prior to the 
finding of the body of 27-year-old 
Freda in Harvey's lake with a deep 
gash on the back of her head. 


The dates showed that Edwards 


•wrote sometimes as often as three 
times a dey. 
The signed confessions of Edwards 


were in the court record today, the 
most damaging evidence In 
the 


state's case. 
Edwards, re-vamping earlier stories 


of the death of his childhood sweet- 
heart, told in his confessions how

The thought that he might be rid 


of Freda slipped Insidiously into his 
mind, Edwards said In his state- 
ment.

with Freda." 


Freda died on Monday, July 30. 
The Wednesday before, he took the 
blackjack belonging to his father. 
Edwards said he took it for protec- 
tion during a week-end automobile 
trip "to York state" to Bee Mar- 
garet. 


He got Freda to give him her bath- 
ing suit even before this. He kept 
her bathing sui^a gay, orange one 
—in his closet at home until the 
night of the murder. 


On a rainy Monday night he took 


Freda for a ride. 


Sitting in the car on that night 


while Freda stopped off for 20 min- 
utes to visit her niece at Harvey's 
Lake, the voice of evil began shout- 
ing again, Edwards declared In his 
statement. 


"I had my girl in New York state 


(Margaret Grain) and I wanted to 
do away with Freda to clear up the 
situation," Edwards said In his con- 
fession. 
"So now was the time to do away 


with Freda." 
They waded toward the left part 


ol the lake where it was darker. 


Then—"As she swam by me I hit 


her on the head with my jack." 


Freda lurched upward from the 
water, then she sank. Edwards took 
her by the hips and threw her body 
into deeper water.

today and then the defense will 
have Its say. 
Edwards, of the poker face, does 


not seem worried a^out the case but 
he appeared depressed about a re- 
port from upstate New York that 
Margaret Grain was "through with 
him".

MAY READ EDWARDS’ FLAMING LOVE LETTERS 


Huge Batch Of 
Letters Shown 


Reveal Edwards Wrote Pas­ 
sionate Letters To Mar­ 
garet Crain 


STATE IS ABOUT 
READY TO CLOSE

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Oct. 4. 
—Flaming love epistles—172 of 
them—from Bobby Edwards, Don 
Juan of a mining town, to Mar­ 
garet Crain, 22-year-old music 
teacher of East Aurora, N. Y ., 
will provide a bitter legal battle 
today in the “American tragedy” 
murder trial. 
The purple-toned missives have 
been offered in evidence by the 
prosecution in an attempt to show 
that while Edwards, the 21-year-old 
handsome defendant, was promising 
to marry Freda McKechnie, he was 
two-timing by corresponding pas­ 
sionately with Margaret. 
Cover Three Months Time. 
Most of the love-letters are known 
to be unprintable but several of 
them will be read to the jury if the 
court admits them to evidence. 
The sheaf of erotica was identi­ 
fied by handwriting experts as hav­ 
ing been written by Edwards. They 
covered three months prior to the 
finding of the body of 27-year-old 
Freda in Harvey’s lake with a deep 
gash on the back of her head. 
The dates showed that Edwards 
wrote sometimes as often as three 
times a day. 
The signed confessions of Edwards 
were in the court record today, the 
most damaging evidence in the 
state’s case. 
Edwards, re-vamping earlier stories 
of the death of his childhood sweet­ 
heart, told in his confessions how

Freda had informed him she was to 
become a mother. 
She telephoned him from the doc­ 
tor's office a week before he blud­ 
geoned her to death during a mid­ 
night swimming party. They took a 
walk in Kirby park under the moon­ 
light. He suggested an operation or 
marriage. 
“Rather Get Married.” 
Freda said: “I would rather get 
married.” 
Edwards promised to marry her. 
They would go to Virginia and he 
would get a job and they would 
start things over again. He wrote 
a letter to Margaret Crain and said 
their engagement was off. But he 
never mailed this letter. 
The thought that he might be rid 
of Freda slipped insidiously into his 
mind, Edwards said in his state­ 
ment. 
A voice kept whispering into his 
ear: “Now is the time to do away 
with Freda.” 
Freda died on Monday, July 30. 
The Wednesday before, he took the 
blackjack belonging to his father. 
Edwards said he took it for protec­ 
tion during a week-end automobile 
trip “to York state” to see Mar­ 
garet. 
He got Freda to give him her bath­ 
ing suit even before this. He kept 
her bathing suitr—a gay, orange one 
—in his closet at home until the 
night of the murder. 
On a rainy Monday night he took 
Freda for a ride. 
Sitting in the car on that night 
while Freda stopped off for 20 min­ 
utes to visit her niece at Harvey’s 
Lake, the voice of evil began shout­ 
ing again, Edwards declared in his 
statement. 
“I had my girl in New York state 
(Margaret Crain) and I wanted to 
do away with Freda to clear up the 
situation,” Edwards said in his con­ 
fession. 
“So now was the time to do away 
with Freda.” 
They waded toward the left part 
of the lake where it was darker. 
Then—“As she swam by me I hit 
her on the head with my jack.” 
Freda lurched upward from the 
water, then she sank. Edwards took 
her by the hips and threw her body 
into deeper water. 
The state plans to close its case 
today and then the defense will 
have its say. 
Edwards, of the poker face, does 
not seem worried about the case but 
he appeared depressed about a re­ 
port from upstate New York that 
Margaret Crain was “through with 
him”.

In Austria Is 


Nipped In Bud 


Police Thwart What Was Be- 


lieved To Have Been 


Revolution Plot 


(International News Service) 


VIENNA, Oct. 4.—Thwarting what 


they believed to be a plot for 
new socialist revolution in Austria, 
police today seized papers bearing 
coded instruction for a widespread 
outbreak and followed the seizure 
with the arrest of many socialist 
leaders. 
The instructions for the coup 
d'etat were found on a cyclist cour- 
ier in the Forisdorf section of Vien- 
na. The papers, which were not 
dated, were decoded, and revealed 
plans for the placing of machine 
guns in strategic points about the 
capital at the outset of the planned 
uprising. 
The instructions also designated 
meeting places for the rebels, and 
they carried a full list of leaders of 
a "red front." The outbreaks were 
planned simultaneously for Vienna 
Innsbruck, Graz,' Llnza and other 
important centers. 


With the suspected leaders al- 
ready under arrest, it was expectec 
the police would follow up their 
drive with mass arrests of their 
followers.

After requesting the driver to de- 
liver a message In New Castle, he 
asked Krestley if he would give 
them a short lift. The latter re- 
luctantly agreed, but told the three 
that he had room in front for only 
one passenger. Moses and Colum- 
bus had agreed to ride on the run- 
ning board after being cautioned to 
be careful. The later was on the 
left side of the car. 'He had placed 
some baskets between the fender 
and a spare tire of the truck. 
As the driver was going slowly 


one of the baskets fell off 
and 


Columbus yelled for the car to stop.

Reveal $842,265,000 Liberty

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—With the 
comparative rapid turn-in of fourth 
Liberty bonds for new securities of­ 
fered in exchange by the treasury, 
it appeared that by October 15 
around $950,000,000 of the $1,250,- 
000,000 in called liberties would have 
been refinanced into other bonds 
and notes. 
Today’s figures showed that $842,- 
265,000 in fourth liberties actually 
had been presented for redemption 
through Oct. 1. 
More bonds were 
in the hands of the reserve banks 
for shipment to the treasury so 
that at the end of the government’s 
first quarter of the 1935 fiscal year 
$596,691,000 in 4-year 2% per cent 
noted had been exchanged for liber­ 
ties and $293,300,000 in the new 10- 
12-year 3^4 per cent bonds. 
It is possible the bond issue will 
remain open for exchange for liber­ 
ties until October 15, the date that 
the $1,250,000,000 block has been 
called. 
All liberties not exchanged 
at th at time will be eligible for re­ 
demption in cash.

Socialist Plot 
In Austria Is 
Nipped In Bud 


Police Thwart What Was Be­ 
lieved To Have Been 
Revolution Plot 


(International News Service) 
VIENNA, Oct. 4.—Thwarting what 
they believed to be a plot for a 
new socialist revolution in Austria, 
police today seized papers bearing 
coded instruction for a widespread 
outbreak and followed the seizure 
with the arrest of many socialist 
leaders. 
The instructions for the coup 
d’etat were found on a cyclist cour­ 
ier in the Forisdorf section of Vien­ 
na. 
The papers, which were not 
dated, were decoded, and revealed 
plans for the placing of machine 
guns in strategic points about the 
capital at the outset of the planned 
uprising. 
The instructions also designated 
meeting places for the rebels, and 
they carried a full list of leaders of 
a “red front.” The outbreaks were 
planned simultaneously for Vienna, 
Innsbruck, Graz,* Linza and other 
important centers.

Bonds Of Fourth Issue

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—with the 


comparative rapid turn-in of fourth 
Liberty bonds for new securities of- 
fered in exchange by the treasury, 
It appeared that by October 15 
around $950,000,000 of the $1,250,- 
000,000 in called liberties would have 
been refinanced into other bonds 
and notes. 


Today's figures showed that $842,- 


265,000 in fourth liberties actually 
had been presented for redemption 
through Oct. 1. More bonds were 
in the hands of the reserve banks 
for shipment to the treasury so 
that, at the end of the government's 
first' quarter of the 1935 fiscal year 
$596,691,000 in 4-year 2V2 per cent 
noted had been exchanged for liber- 
ties and $293,300,000 in the new 10- 
12-year 3Vj. per cent bonds. 


It Is possible the bond issue will 


remain open for exchange for liber- 
ties until October 15, the date that 
the $1,250,000,000 block has been 
called. All liberties not exchanged 
at that time will be eligible for re- 
demption in cash.

important centers.

ready under arrest, it was expected 
the police would follow up their 
drive with mass arrests of their 
followers.
